In an effort to alleviate the desperate 
housing situation which threatens to render 
many ex-servicemen homeless this winter, 
the federal government is taking steps to 
urge private householders to rent all avail- 
able space in their houses to these men and 
their families. 

And since many who otherwise would 
rent rooms are disinclined to do so because 
of non-eviction regulations, the govern- 
ment has removed the eviction suspension 
from tenancies’ of five months or less. In 
other words, persons who rent rooms on 
December 1 on a five months’ tenancy can 
recover them on April 30 if they so desire. 

This latter is, of course, an emergency 
measure, as is the appeal to private house- 
holders to share their available space with 
veterans. It does not, in any way, release 
the government from its responsibility in 
the general housing situation. 

However, as an emergency measure, it 
should have the co-operation of every loyal 
Canadian. It should have the attention of 
every good Edmonton citizen. 

The fact that the housing situation has 
got into its present mess through the leth- 
argy and obsessions of the Hon. Mr. Ilsley 
does not make the plight of the returned 
man any the less serious. Whatever Mr. 
Isley does or does not do, these veterans 
and their families must be accorded rea- 
sonhably adequate quarters for the wintér 
months. Common humanity lays that very 
heavily’upon the conscience of the Cana- 
dian people, And it is to be expected that 
Edmonton people will respond even 
though their response entails some con- 
siderable sacrifice.

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Ransacking Germany 


Forty Canadian investigators have been 
sent to Germany by the research and devel- 
opment branch of the national reconstruc- 
tion department, They are scientists and 
technical experts, and have gone to see 
what they can learn that can be turned to 
account in the development of Canadian 
resources and the improvement and diver- 
sification of production here. 

Germany is a mine of such information. 
Its technological achievement was of 
world-wide renown a generation ago. The 
war brought plenty of bitter but convinc- 
ing proof that its progress had not been 
over-estimated. Super-developed industry 
alone enabled it to hold all the other great 
powers at bay so long. How it did this the 
investigators are to try to find out in 
detail. ; 

If they succeed, the knowledge may in 
course of time pay back all the war cost us. 
What the Germans did with coal alone 
could make Alberta the richest area on 
this continent if applied to our unmeasured 
deposits. Other parts of Canada stand/to

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The Financial Deadlock 


The House of Commons has approved 
the Government bill to set up a Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation. This 
body 1s to take over from the department 
of Finance the administration of the Na- 
tional Housing Act, which seems to have 
been one of the main purposes in creating 
it. 

An important amendment, proposed by 
a C.C.F, member for a Winnipeg seat, 
gives the Corporation power to recommend 
to the Government that grants be made to 
assist in clearing out slums. How far the 
recommendations will go must of course 
depend on the attitude of the ministers of 
the day and how willing they may be to 
clean up such plague spots. 

But at least there will be a body to 
which municipal councils can address appli- 
cations for assistance, and 2 channel 
through which such applications can be got 
before the cabinet with official sanction 
and approval. That should improve the 
chances of getting action; since to a busy 
minister slum clearance is only one of ap 
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endless number of subjects, all demanding 
attention and urged with more or less 
energy. 

How much the general operation of the 
Housing scheme will be bettered by this 
transfer to a new administering authority, 
remains to be found out by experience. A 
good deal will depend on how sensitive the 
Corporation is to the public need and how 
seriously the members take their responsi- 
bilities. _ 

It is to be hoped that the Corporation 
will find power somewhere in its charter to 
urge that the Government subsidize house- 
building to the extent necessary to bring 
houses built at the present high cost down 
within reach of the renter or buyer who 
has only a moderate income. The serious 
financial barrier to an effective housing 
program now is that houses cannot be 
built for a price within reach of 80 per 
cent of Canadians. Only one family in five 
can either rent, buy or build a modern 
house because only 20 per cent of Cana- 
dians have incomes over $2,150 a year. 

Absolutely no plan has been advanced, 
so far in Canada, to provide decent heus- 
ing conditions for the great majority of 
Canadians. , 

It is about time the Hon. Mr. llsley took 
notice of this alarmin ng fact.

The whole of these co-operative 
activities are housed in one two- 
log building, 30 ft. by 50 
50 ft, over whose door is a sign

To the left of the entrance is 
the post office, differing not great- 
ly from others of its kind except 
perhaps that it is tidier and more 
businesslike than rural post offices 
often are.

“Teen-age activities all over 
the world are coming in for a 
lot of attention it seems, and 
getting a great deal of public- 
ity. In the United States the 
‘teen-age clubs have started 
to organize anti-riot squads— 
not with the idea that they 
expect youthful riots — but 
they think it's a good preven- 
tive measure. 

ANOTHER THING that seems to 
be getting a great deal of considera- 
tion these post- war days is educa- 
tion 


In Britain, authorities have work- 
ed out a system of country colleges 
designed to solved the problem of 
what young 'teen-aged folk who are 
not attending school regularly are 
to do with their leisure time 

Attendance at these colleges will 
be compulsory—but, of course, that 
doesn't mean the kids have to spend 
all their time there. All they are 
required to do is to go one whole 
or two half days a week for forty 
four weeks of the year—or at least 
a total of eight weeks of the year 

Those affected by the scheme will 
be young boys and girls between 
the ages of 15 and 18, and it is be 
lieved that a million and a half in 
this category will soon be tramping 


to ¢ lasses, 


“SUBJECT MATTER is 
Varied—ranging from the three 
“R's” to citizenship, gymnastics and 
dancing. Similar in many respects 
to the Edmon-Teen clubs 
pecial attention will be paid to 
the needs of young girls, and they 
will be given “glamor” classes and 


widely 


told how to look after their skin 
“eyes and teeth, how to care for 
their clothes and to develop skill in 


cooking. 

The new plan is going to provide 
a lot of work for men and women 
in Britain, too. t's estimated that 
from 18 to 20 thousand especially 
trained teachers will be needed to 


conduct the colleges 

CANADIANS, TOO, have their 
eyes on the schooling of future 
generations, with some plans that 
will affect the present 

The IODE announced not long 
ago that their post-graduate scho 
arships are being resumed after 
having been dropped during war- 
time years 

These scholarships are open to 


the sons and daughters of deceased, 
or permanently and seriously dis 
abled men of the services. They en- 
title the winner to graduate 
courses overseas 

THESE ARE OF COURSE, part 
of the IODE War Memorial which 
was formed after the First World 
War and set up a number of burs- 
aries and post-grad. scholarships 
for the children of servicemen 

The national education secretary 
of the order points out that the 
IODE centres its interest on the 
main fields of endeavor and assist- 
ance to schools, especially in out- 
lying districts, and assistance to 
students 

The order has placed libraries in 
more than 12 hundred Canadian 
schools and has also sent other edu 
supplies such as flags

UNION SECURITY 


In its demands for “Union Security” in the Ford of 
Canada plants, the Union has given wide publicity to the 
fact that the union shop was granted by Ford Motor Com- 
pany in the United States in 1941 But what has been the 
experience there of “Union Security’—What are the facts 


about the situation? These matters were covered in a let- 
ter which was sent to the International Union, United Auto- 
mobile, Aircraft and Agricultural Implement Workers of 
America, C.10., Detroit, Michigan, by Ford Motor’ Com- 
pany, Dearborn, Michigan, on November 14, 1945—and 
released on the same date for general publication in the 
press. 


Facts and Figures 
Here is what that letter said about the Union Shop’ and 
Check-off*: 


“The Company agreed in 1941 to the union shop 
and check-off provisions. Its purpose in so doing was 
not only to give the Union the benefit of membership 
and financial security but to eliminate a great deal 
of friction, dispute, and downright industrial strife. 
In return the Company was assured by Union repre- 
sentatives that it would receive greater security and 
that disturbances of the type then prevalent in other 
plants would be avoided. That contract with its union 
shop and check-off provisions, was hailed by Union 
leaders and others throughout the country as one of 
the most progressive steps ever taken by Union and 
management toward industrial peace. 


“Our experiences in the last 
four years have substantially 
dispelled this hope. The 
peaceful relations have not 
materialized. The experiment 
has been an unhappy one. 
The record shows, for ex- 
ample, 773 work stoppages 
since the signing of that 
contract in 1941. 


“During this period, the cost to the Company 
of maintaining the check-off system has been 
huge. Last year, for example the Company spent 
$2,814,078.36 in the Dearborn area alone to col- 
lect these dues and fees, and to pay more than 
1,000 Union men in the Company's plants who 
spent all or part of their time handling Union 
business. 


“From August, 1941, through October, 1945, 
the Company collected for the Union in dues, 
initiation fees and special assessments a total of 
$7,799,924.65. 


“Last year the Union’s income through the 
check-off system was $2,050,563.71. 


“The result has been that the Union has had 
membership and financial security, but the Com- 
pany has had no compensating security. This 
has become so serious that unless some pro- 
vision can be arrived at in our negotiations to 
require the Union to recognize and fulfill a 
responsibility of its own, the very future of the 


Ford Motor Compatiy is at stake.” 


Strikes at Ford of Canada 


Ford of Canada has had its own historv of strikes 
since the Company entered into a collective agreement with 
the U.AW.-C.LO. in 1942. That history records a strike 
in 1942—another in 1943—still another in 1944—and now 
in 1945 this present strike which still continues after more 
than ten long weeks. 


This Strike Can be Ended-NOW 


The proposal made by the Company to the Union 
on November 16 is a sound, fair basis of settlement for 
ending the Ford strike right now. This proposal was re- 


jected by the Union, but it is still open for acceptance. 


It proposes that Ford employees return to their jobs 
and wages while Company and Union negotiate a new 
collective bargaining agreement. It suggests that, after a 
reasonable period of time for negotiations, all remaining 
differences be decided by an arbitrator to be appointed 
by the minister of labor for Canada from among the Su- 
preme court judges of the Province of Ontario. It provides 
that both Company and Union agree to accept and be bound 
by the arbitrator’s decisions on all points where mutual 
agreement fails. 

. Agreement by the Union to this reasonable and equit- 
able proposal would end the Ford strike immediately.

To Aid Europe 


Death, pestilence and famine will 
stalk through the devastated areas 
of the countries of Europe occupied 
by the Germans during the war. 
unless the life line of food and 


| other supplies from the United Na-| 


tions is continued and increased, 


George S. Mooney, chief executive | 


officer, administration commission, 
European section of UNRRA, stated 
in an interview here Saturday. 


MR. MOONEY, WHO recently 
returned from Eueope, is making a 
nation-wide tour of Canada to ac- 
quaint the Canadian people with 
the desperate situation prevailing 
in Europe, and also to confer with 
members of the department of ex- 
ternal affairs, and the special com- 
mittees of the House of Commons 
and the Senate on external affairs 

The present winter, with January, 
February and March the critical 
months, will be a terrible one for 


the peoples of the occupied coun- | 


tries, Mr. Mooney stated 
Millions of people are in rags 
the incidence of whberculosis and 


venereal disease is rising rapidly 
malaria and diphtheria 
and typhus are taking daily toll of 
the population, he said 

HE SAID THAT APART from 
the enemy countries the three na- 
tions in most serious 
Poland, Yugoslavia and Greece. 
The food situation is worst in 
with prospects in Yugo- 
slavia and Greece extremely bleak. 


These countries were entirely 
“scorched” by the Germans and 
must rely almost entirely on out- 


side aid in the matter of food sup- | 


plies, clothing, etc. 


As an example of the terrible 
plight of these countries, Mr. 
Mooney stated <hat more than 


2,000,000 of the pre-war population 


of 12,000,000 in Yugoslavia have 
been killed, and there are approx- 
imately 800,000 orphans in the 
country 


The inhabitants are living in im- 
provised homes, built in many cases 
out of the rubble left behind after 
the German invasion. Many have 
burrowed into the ground, or found 
shelter in caves, or tunnelled into 


the side of hills. In Albania 250,000 | 


people are living in tents supplied 
by UNRA, Mr. Mooney stated. 
MR, MOONEY SAID that displac- 
ed nationals of occupied countrtes 
were given pricrity over Germans 
in supplies of foodstuffs, clothing 


and shelter. The needs of these 
people must be met, he said, before 
any Germans are fed, and requi- | 


sitions for supplies are made on the 
German officials for food supplies 
for these displaced persons.
